The Michigan Department of 
Agriculture has. established in- 
spection stations ‘at several plac- 
es on the highways leading from 
the :Christmas. tree prodicing ar- 
eas of the state, State inspectors 
at the stations. will check on 
Christmas trees and. boughs being 
transported to determine if they 
are accompanied bya bill of sale 
as required by state law, ‘Other 
inspectors will free .Jance in the 
tree: and bough-cutting. area and 
in metropolitan , centers to see if 
the provisions of the state law are 
complied with. 


State laws require that Christ- 
mas’ trees be: ‘accompanied ‘by & 
bill of sale signed by. the property 
owner from. whom the. trees orig- 
inated. The bill of sale is proof 
the trees: have been legally ac- 
quired: by the’.person~.. who. has. 
them in. his” possession. 

The bill of sale forms are farn- 
ished by the Michigan Department 
of Agriculture . frée of - charge.

Feeding and handling -a dairy 
herd. takes ‘most 
time if it is his main farm: enter- 
prise. He can. cut. labor with a 
well-planned barn, suggests Ed 
Rebman, county agricultural ag- 
ent. If a‘dairyman prefers.a stan- 
chion: barn, he can. cut. labor costs 
per animal to.a minimum by care- 
ful planning of his barn.. The well- 
planned pen barn, or. loose hous- 
ing unit can cyt over-all :chore 
time 15 to 25 percent below. that. 
in a stanchion barn, Rebman. re- 
ports. The pen barn ‘farmer. must, 
be a better manager. 

The area. required per ‘animal | 
in either the stanchion barn or 
the loose-housing barn is- approx- 
imately the same. The feed alleys, 
the gutter and the area behind the 
gutter required for each animal 
in the stanchion barn takes about 
the same space ‘as the - feeding, 
lounging and milking areas -for 
each animal-in a loose-housing 
barn, : 

The stanchion barn is operated 
as a warn barn. The cattle are ti- 
ed. and-are restricted in their 
movement, The operator’ brings 
the feed to the animals. 

The loose-housing barn ‘is. oper- 
ated asa cold-barn. The animals 
are free to move about, The. an- 
imal. goes to the.feed and saves 
the operator in the feeding chor- 
es. : 

Some farm 
crowded more animals 
barn by using.’ stanchions than 
they could put. into the same 
building as a loose-housing -barn. 
Once the stanchions 
barn, the number of animals that 
ean be handled is fixed. 

The loose-housing barn is more 
flexible in its use. The number of 
animals can Increase or decrease 
and, at least temporarily, the 
loose-housing* barn can take some 
overcrowding. It is also possible 
to change enterprizes in the pen 
barn. much easier than where a 
stanchion barn is set up. In new 
construction or. in remodeling, the

cost for a well-planned loose-hous- 
ing barn is-usually much less than 
that.of the stanchion barn. Much 
less’ equipment is required. - 

In general, the loose-housing” 
barn requires more. bedding than 
the stanchion barn;. howevér, the 
bedding needs in ‘a loose-housing 
barn are not much greater than 
in a stanchion barn where the 
farmer does a gogd job of bed- 
ding the cows. It is . easier to 
skimp or save bedding in the 
stanchion barn if bedding is short. 
The additional bedding in the pen 
barn is not lost. More manure is 
returned, to the farmer from the 
loose-housing barn. 


The key factor in the success- 
ful-‘operation of a loose-housing 
or pen-type barn is the basic ar- 
rangement. of. the unit. The well- 
planned pen. barn provides a feed- 
ing area,'a lounging area and a 
milking area, The animals do not 
use the lounging area except for 
resting purposes, A. well-planned 
pen barn will yield clean, comfor- 
table, healthy animals.

\In brief, what’s happened is this: 


The herd never was largé until 
woodsmen chopped down most of 
Michigan’s trees, Deer don’t have 
giraffes’ long necks and:they ¢an- 
not get enough to eat when trees 
grow tall. In the first decades fol- 
lowing the lumbering era when 
second growth trees ‘were small, 
deer multiplied rapidly. But the 
new trees grew taller and the deer 
range shrank as intensive resort 
development “materialized. : 
And the herd was in ‘trouble’as 
soon as the food supply started 
downhill. ;
